HOME-MECHANICS 


Room twenty-four, on the second 
floor of the Industrial Arts Building, 
will be equipped as a home meciian- 
ics shop during the coming academic 
year. Stout second year students 
will have an opportunity to take this 
work and also to carry out practice 
teaching in this shop, on the general 
shop plan. The room was formerly 


* the main kitchen, when all the man- 


ual training, domestic science, kin- 
dergarten, and art work, were car- 
ried on in the present Industrial 
Arts Building. 

The room is very well arranged 
for use as a general shop for home 
mechanics. It is large, well lighted, 
and provided with excellent storage 
and locker room. Gas, water, and 
electric connections are conveniently 
located, and connection is made with 
the chimney for hot metal work. The 
room is being used for furniture up- 
holstering during the summer ses- 
sion, and will be equipped for home 
mechanics during the first semester 
this Fall. The new course will be 
under the direction of Mr. Tustison. 

The calls for teachers of indus- 
trial work frequently list home me- 
chanics as one of the lines of work 
for which the teacher must be pre- 
pared. The rapid growth of the Jun- 
ior High School is also furthering 
the general shop. 


THIRTY-FIVE CENT DANCES 
There have been some complaints 
from some of the students in regard 


to the thirty-five cent admission 
price at the dances. A word of ex- 
planation may help clear up this 


matter. 

In some schools the school budget 
may carry money for such purposes, 
or a school orchestra may furnis 
the music; but, neither of these hap- 
pens to be the case at Stout Insti- 
tute. It is necessary therefore, to 
charge a small price of admission to 
pay_the orchestra and cover any in- 
cidental expenses that might be in- 
curred.

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SHOULD LABOR PROBLEMS BH 

TAUGHT IN THE SCHOOL? 


At a time when one cannot pick 
up a newspaper without being con- 
fronted with glaring accounts of con- 
flict between labor and capital, when 
the atrocities committed under the 
guise of justice seem to foretell the 
decay of the very foundation of so- 
clety, comes the question of what can 
be done to better conditions in tie 
next generation. 

Vocational schools throughout the 
country are preparing young men 
and young women to enter the in- 
dustrial world. Is that preparation 
complete when such knowledge bas 
been imparted, such experiences 
have been gained as will enable them 
to carry on merely the mechanical 
work which is required of them? Is 
the school fulfilling its mission when 
it allows these young people to en- 
ter the Industries with no better 
knowledge of conditions than those 
whose places they are filling? These 
workers will be confronted with 
problems about which they know 
nothing. They will be forced to 
make decisions concerning which 
they have no foundation for good 
judgment. Advantage will likely be 
taken of their luck of information 
One side of the question will likely 
be forced. Would it not be better If 
a knowledge of existing conditions be 
imparted while the Individual still 
has a chance to decide for himself?

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HXPERIMENTAL COOKERY 
, NOTES. 

The class in experimental cookery, 
though rather small, is making quite 
a number of amazing discoveries 
along culinary lines. ; 

Under the direction of Miss Met- 
calf, the girls spent the first two 
weeks experimenting on the same 
problems, arriving at results which 
at times were quite opposite cook- 
book directions. 

Baking Powder Biscuits were first 
made and the biscuits finally made 
were quite perfect. It was decided 
that lard or crisco, bread flour, and 
water: made the best product, al- 
though under other conditions per- 
haps the opposite would be true. 

The most surprising results were 
obtained in the work on muffins. (It 
might be said that Miss Atwood was 
found to be an ideal muffin baker.) 
Bytters which were beaten thorough- 
ly, as is generally the rule, resulted 
in lets perfect products than batters 
which were stirred as little as possi- 
bie.’ Other disedveries concern:ng 
inuflins were: 

1. Best oven tempera‘ure for bak- 
ing—325 degrees to 450 degrees. 

2. Bread flour preferable to pas- 
try flour. 

3. Cake m:zthod of mixing is not 
as desirable as muffin method. 

4. The proportion of fat given in 
mos: recipes .(1: t.. to 1 ee flour) 
gives a fine texture to muffins. More 
fat (2 t. to 1 2, flour) makes a very 
tender muffin. 

The past week was spent in work- 
ing out individual problems, such as 
confront a teacher of cookery. 

Results ob lained from experimen- 
tation with fudge: 

1. 233 degrees to 236 degrees best 
temperature for cooking. 

2. Stirring candy while on stove 
gives a grainy product, also beating 
while candy is hot. 

3. Best results obtained when can- 
dy is allowed to become cold before 
beating. 

4, One t. syrup or 1 t. corn starch 
added to fudge while cooking gives 
a creamy, soft product. 

5. Sour milk or cream substituted 
for sweet milk gives candy a slight 
acidy taste which is a pleasant var- 
iation. 

6. Water may be substituted for 
milk in recipe without any marked 
difference in texture or flavor. 
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7. Cocoa may be substituted for 
ator without change fn flavor 
( g from 2 to 8 t. of cocoa for 
each sq. of chocolate). More cocoa 
gives fudge a strong, undesirable 
flavor.. 

Results obtained.in experimenting 
with Plain Butter Cakes: 

1. Pastry flour gives better prod- 

uct than bread flour. 
- 2. Batter method can very satis- 
factorily be substituted for cake 
method of mixing, as latter methed 
involves much more work. 

-Other cake baking experiments and 
canning experiments have been tried, 
the results of which will appear in 
the next issue. 

COOKERY DEMONSTRATION 

Wednesday, the Cookery IV class 
enjoyed a very interesting demon- 
stration given by Miss Kugel on sal- 
ads. Miss Kugel's idea of a salad is 
not one made up of pineapple, ban- 
anas, ete., but rather one of vegeta- 
bles or meat. The one point most 
s‘rongly stressed was that salads, in 
order to be attractive, refreshing 
and stimulating to the appetite, 
must be handled as little as possi- 

- ble, or the common, messy looking 

‘Salad will be the result. Because of 
the fact that salads are a good util- 
ization of leftovers and are easily 
and quickly made, Miss Kugel thinks 
it a wise plan for all prospective 
brides to teach their husbands to 
like all kinds of salads.

Summer Session 


Portrait Of President Harvey 
To Be Obtained For Library 


At the completion of the late Dr. 
L. D. Harvey’s portrait by Mr. Abra- 
hamsen of New York, a public ex- 
hibition was given in the Stout au- 
ditorium at which hundreds viewed 
this remarkable, life-like painting. 
A wish was then expressed by many 
that a similar portrait of the be- 
loved leader might be secured for 
the Stout Institute. A movement 
was at once put on foot and Dr. Har- 
vey promised to sit for another por- 
trait. It was agreed that Mr. Abra- 
hamsen was to come to Lac Cour 
d’Oreilles and make the preliminary 
sketch while the president was en- 
joying his vacation. Before this was 
undertaken, the grim reaper claimed 
the great educator and the opportun- 
ity for a portrait from life was for- 
ever lost. 

Plans for Duplicate 

In a quiet way and without pub- 
licity, plans were laid to have paint- 
ed a duplicate of the portrait that 
now hangs in the state superintend- 
ent’s office in the capitol at Madison. 
Students at the time of the exhibition 
in the spring were given an oppor- 
tunity to contribute and responded 
lovally. Faculty and alumni were 
aproached and gave liberally. With 
nearly seven hundred dollars _ al- 
ready collected it was felt that the 
time was ripe for a meeting with 
the artist for the purpose of making 
definite arrangements. Miss Kugel 
as chairman, representing the home 
economics department, and Mr. Bow- 
man, representing the manual arts 
department, together with other 
teachers formed a committee to look 
after the interests of the Harvey 
portrait fund. Negotiations were un- 
dertaken with Mr. Abramsen, who 
due to the fact that many of the 
problems of the painting had been 
solved during previous sittings and 
because of his personal interest in 
the matter, agreed to paint a dupli- 
cate for $2,000. Contracts were im-

Judging from the advance enroll- 
ment, the coming academic year will 
show the largest enrollment that The 
Stout Institute has ever had. This 
increase in attendance is not only 
in the freshman class, but is also 
among the Juniors and Seniors. 

The enrollment of Freshmen: in the 
Industrial Arts department has been 
limited to 102. The number enrolled 
up to August 15th this year is 69, 
whereas last year only 52 had en- 
rolled up to September 1st. It is 
deemed highly advisable that anyone 
desiring to enroll for the coming year 
to do so immediately,as it will be im- 
possible to accomodate more than 102 
in the Freshman class. Certain limi- 
tations will also have to be put on the 
numbers in the advanced classes.

There has been a 
certain amount of discussion relative 
to permitting no more enrollments for 
the two year course; but up to the 
present time no definite action has 
been taken. Students are being en- 
rolled for the two year ~ course 
the same as in previous years regard- 
less of any information to the con- 
trary which may have been put into 
circulation. The only matter which 
should cause prospective students any 
concern is that of getting in before 
the maximum number of students 
has been reached.

THE NINE WEEK SUMMER SES- 
SION REVIEWED 


The nine week summer session has 

brought with it a new type of enroll- 
ment, and the lengthening of the ses- 
sion has proved advantageous from 
a great many standpoints. The five 
weeks session, with classes six days a 
week resulted in considerable dissat- 
isfaction on the part of the students 
and faculty alike. The time was too 
short to accomplish very much and 
by the time the students got down to 
study after being out teaching for a 
year the session was all over. Also 
the student body was composed of 
a great many who were here on a va- 
cation with attendance at school more 
of a side issue. 4 ; 
' Nine weeks gives ample time to 
really accomplish quarter of a year's 
work and also with classes running 
only five days a week there is plenty 
of opportunity to enjoy the many 
natural advantages Menomonie has 
for recreation. The students now 
attending are here largely for the 
express purpose of getting all that 
there is to be obtained in the nine 
weeks. This is due largely to the con- 
stantly increasing demands which 
they must meet for further training. 
The Stout Institute is providing every 
means for the teacher to get this 
necessary training. New courses are 
being added from time to time to 
meet the need of teachers of special 
work in all parts of the country. 

The one objection to the nine week 
session is that those who attend have 
little time before they must again 
take up their duties as instructors, as 
most of the schools thruout the coun- 
try begin the first Monday in Sept- 
ember. However having nothing to 
do does not necessarily constitute a 
vacation but rather work of a diff- 
erent type than that which is carried 
on the greater part of the year.

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THE FUTURE OF RADIO. 
By Dr. ©. P. Steinmetz. 
Now that we have radio in such a 

high state of development no place 
need ever be out of communication 
with the rest of the world. In time 
of disaster, ghen other means of 
communication are cut off, when 
wires ure destroyed, the radio can 
be employed in the sending of toll 
messages from city to city. Future 
devplopments in radio may pring 
about some interesting discoveries, 
among them. the establishment of 
the fact that radio waves pass 
through the earth as well as through 
the air, _ : 

We cannot expect that radio will’ 
replace ordinary telephone commu- 
nication between individuals. It is 
not possible to direct radio messages 
so absolutely. Radio {8 too general, 
it goes out over-a large area, and 
others—not everybody, but others— 
could hear the message as well as 
the person for whom it is intended. 

But radio might be used in send- 
ing toll messages. A telephone sub- 
scriber might talk by wire with a 
radio central station in his city, and 
the message which he wanted to 
send to a far distant place might 
then be put on the wireless from 
that station, to be received bya 
similar radio central in the other 
city, and then transmitted by tele- 
phone to the person addressed. * 

It is by broadcasting that radio 
will perform the most service to the 
most people. Speakers can address 
the nation at large, as was done with 
the President's inaugural address; 
lecturers can lecture to larger audi- 
ences; college professors can be 
heard by many who might not be 
able to take regular college courses, 
or who, while attending the classes 
of some professors, would lose the 
lectures of others elsewhere whom 
they might desire to hear—so that 
people might receive some ab’pects of 
college training without . leaving 
their homes; ministers might preach 
to many who are not present at 
church; public information might be 
sent out, as is already being done, 

Radio\ is a very large subject, a 
big thingeso that only those who 
-have studied it thoroughly cam safely 
discuss what may come of it in fu- 
ture years. Obviously we are far 


from having reached tts limits of 
development. 4 
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MISS JOHNSTON SPEAKS TO 

- yw, THE HOME ECONOMICS DEPT 
; ive Margaret Johnston, State Su- 
previsor of Vocational Home Econo- 
mics for the state of Wisconsin, 
spoke to the home econdmiecs depart- 
ment Wednesday, August 9, at 11:30. 
Miss Johnston’s talk was a general 
survey of the duties of the home eco- 
nomics teacher in the elementary, vo- 
eational, and teacher training schools. 

In the past homemaking was net 
emphasized in home economics 
and.as a result girls were not ade- 
quately prepared for their later life 
Women have been and are an impor- 
tant factor in economics; for the ex- 
penditure of ninety per cent of the 
income of the average family is con- 
trolled by women. Womens’ work 
has been thought of as that of con- 
sumption and not in any way as that 
of production. Since production in- 
cludes all those stages in preparation 
and those changes in nature that a 
material must undergo before it is 
ready for consumption, one can 
readily understand that the process 
of homemaking is productive. 

Elementary training in economics 
should be included in domestic science 
courses in order to give the future 

‘homemakers a true sense of economic 
Values, - 

Throughout the history of home 
economics work, cooking and sewing 
have been treated almost exclusively. 
The mechanical phases of the work 
have been emphasized to the practical 
exclusion of training in thought and 
organization. Efficiency results from 
organization, and it in turn gives a 
feeling of satisfaction. Performing 
homemaking work on an efficient and 
well organized basis removes the 
drudgery from housework, and in its 
place tends to satisfaction and en-

In the future it will be 
n ry for the teacher of home 
economics to raise the plane of work 
in this field by the use of allied and 
related subject matter, 
“ The values which are received in 
this work can not be measured in 
terms of money, but neither can the 
housewife’s time be looked upon as 
worthless. The homemaker assists 
in the upholding of the efficiency of 
the workers. of today; this service, 
directly and indirectly for others, can 
not be measured in dollars and cents, 
The problem confronting the do- 
mestie science teacher in the average 
school of today can be met ouly by 
a thorough study of the needs of the 
girls, the homes, ahd the community. 
The teacher must take a personal in- 
terest in the girl and her parents 
and must aid in adjusting them to 
modern conditions of life. This fol- 
low-up work must be planned for in 
the teacher’s program, for the need 
for it is great and evident.

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EXPERIMENTAL’ COOKERY 
The-class in experimental cookery 
has touched upon a varied number of 


‘problems during the past four weeks. 


Most of the time has been spent on 
individual_ problems although one 
very interesting class problem was 
tried out. It was that of making © 
Hamberger steak, mashed potatoes, 
and lettuce salad for six persons. The 
aim was for skill and rapidity of 
work, and also the appearance of the 
finished product. 

The problem was tried three con- 
secutive days and accurate time was 
kept by each individual. Miss At- 
wood holds the record for speed, her 
food being prepared in the least num- 
ber of minutes each day. The record 
included the washing of dishes and 
cleaning of table,etc. 

First day: 61 min., Second day: 39 
min., Third day: 39 min. 

The result of the individual 
periments are as follows: 

1. Popovers are best baked in iron 
vem pans, oven temperature 400 to 
450 degrees, until the popovers have 
fully risen, then decrease the heat. 
Bread flour is more desirable than 
pastry flour. ‘ | 

2. In the experiments with lard, but- 
ter, Mazola, Crisco, and Snowdrift 
it was found that lard gives a very 
flaky, tender pie crust, also that lard 
gives potato chips a very good 
flavor.

3. In the experiments on jelly-making 
it was found that fruits hard to pre- 


pare jelly from, (blueberries, straw- 


beries, peaches, etc.) will give good 
results when using the following pro- 
portion: 1 lb. of juice to % lb. sugar. 
The commercially prepared pectin, 
Certo, may be used to aid the mixture 
to jell. 


4. In the making of the chocolate ice 
cream it was found that chocolate 
does not separate from the custard 
if the latter is added to: the melted 
chocolate. ' 

5. While experimenting with angel 
cakes it was decided that a slow oven 
(almost cold) is the best to start 
baking the cake in. Increase the heat 
very gradually until the temperature 
reaches 400 degrees. Cake requires 
from 50 to 75 minutes for baking. 
Pastry flour gives a little better qual- 
ity of cake: than bread flour. 


6. It was decided that cream puffs 
require a very hot oven during the 
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entire period of baking - 400 to 450 
degrees, 73 ey .

THE ART EDUCATION WE NEED 

It is scarcely necessary to call at- 
tention to the importance of art as a 
controlling factor in the many indus- 
tries where design is invalued in con- 
struction as well as in decoration, 
and where the art element assures 
in a measure, the salability of the 
product. In instances where salability 
is not dependent upon the aesthetic 
quality inherent in the product, art 
ix employed in its advertising. As a 
result, art is coming to demand, more 
and more, the attention of manufact- 
urers and of the consumers, Conse- 
yuently renewerl emphasis is being 
placed art instruction in the 
schools. 

Indutry is‘interested in art prim- 
arily from the commercial side and 
seeks to obtain skilled designers and 
craftsmen who can produce salable 
products. ‘The manufacturer, all too 
frequently, hesitates to put on the 
market the most beautiful patterns 
which his designer produces, fearing 
that they may not appeal to the 
average buyer. He fails to recognize 
that public taste is' often superior 
to industrial taste. 


upon 
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Educators are seeking “to pro- 
pagate and to perfect a higher type 
of art ; they are teaching the public 
to uppreciate it and trying to train 
designers and craftsmen to ‘produce 
it. This will involve changes in art 
instruction and the ebmbined efforts 
of all types of Schools. To this end 
the elementary school must contri- 
bute its foundation in drawing, con- 
struction, and appreciation, the Jun- 
ior high school its appreciation and 
semi-specialized information and skill; 
the senior high school its- deeper 
appreciation and more fully spec- 
ialized information and skill, and 
the evening school its practical in- 
struction fer the worker employed 
during the day. In all the types of 
schools much emphasis will have to 
he placed upon materials and their 
transformation into finished products. 


Back of the entire system of art 
education there must be set up 2a 
thorouchly effective system of teach- 
er training capable of supplying di- 
rectors, supervisors, and special teach 
for all ‘the various types of 
schools above enumerated. Scholar- 
ships muat be founded to enable tal-

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ented students to pursue advanced 
studies;-our large manufacturers will 
have to be convind®of the valte of 
establishing similar scholarships for 
the improvement of the designers 
and craftsmen already in the service. 

As regards : 
cational guidance, suffice it to say 
that art ntut be studféd not only as 
it relates to painting and sculpture 
but especially to its importance in 
advertising, costume, jewelry, print- 
ing and publishing, furniture, wall 
paper, textiles, architecture and the 
decoration of interiors, in order that 
the pupils may become acquainted 
with the opportunities offered in the 
art industries for profitable and 
pleasurable employment. 

This re-organization of courses in 
elementary, high and normal schools 
is only the beginner, There must, 
sooner or later, be established a 
group of schools for the industrial 
arts which eventually will be capable 
of training an adequate number of 
designers and craftsmen to plan and 
create the kind of industrial product 
which the American child is already 
being taught in the public schools to 
appreciate and to demand. I am 
convinced that European training can 
not detelop the {kind of industrial 
%&rt that America must produce, if 
she is to hold her own in the inter- 
national competition for commercial 
ifadership which is already upon us. 

The ‘Ideal type of industrial art 
school can only be realized through 
the unified efforts of all agencies 
concerned. It is not enough that 
industry, art, and education should 
strive for it; they must strive to- 
gether. And back of all must lie the 
controlling force of public opinion. 

A campaign in which the schools, 
the museums, the art associations, 
the industrial organizations, and the 
labor groups all worked together 
harmoniously, would win for the 
United States of America the place 
in the industrial world to which the 
quality of her citizenship justly en- 
titles her, The greatest need at the 
present time is for leadership in 
this movement.

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Which Type of Research 
is of Greatest Value? 


A stove burns too much coal. A man familiar with the 
principles of combustion and heat radiation makes experi- 
ments which indicate desirable changes in design. That is 
research. 


You want to make a ruby in a factory, areal ruby, indistin- 
guishable by any test from the natural stone. You begin by 
analyzing rubies chemically and physically. Then you make 
rubies just as nature did. Your rubies are the result of 
research—another type of research. 


While melting up your chemicals and experimenting with high 
temperatures, you begin to. wonder how hot the earth must 
have been millions of years ago, and what were the forccs at 
play that made this plariet what it is. Your investigation 
leads you far from rubies and causes you to formulate theories 
to explain how the earth, how the whole solar system was 
created. That would be research of a still different type. 


Research of all three types is conducted in the laboratories 
of the General Electric Company. But it is the third type— 
pioneering into the unknown—that means most in the long 
run, even though undertaken with no practical benefit in 
view.

Miss Georgia Fisher presented a 
very interesting discussion on the 
“work she covered’ while a student 
dietition at the University Hospital 
at St. Paul. 

The course consists of four month’: 
training, two of which are spent in 
the dietition,s office where the reports 
requisitions, menus, and general office 
work is learned. After completing 
this general routine work, the young 
women work in the various divisiens 
in the student diet kitchen. There 
are three distinct departments, first 
cooking, comprising the planning of 
Patient’s menu, preparing of food and 
ordering of supplies; second, trays, 
this work includes, the preparing of 
each tray, with pdtient’s name, floor 
and ward, the preparation of the bev- 
reage and pastry; third, and perhaps 
most interesting from the dietition’s 
standpoint, is the department in 
which the different diets are planned, 
weighed and prepared. 

From this discussion we realize 
that the work of dietition is one of 
great importance in the hospital. 

Mr. Roy Van Duzee’s very good 
talk on the “athletic association” was 
more than interesting to all, and in 
particular to the men, for next year 
many of them will be going into the 
various schools as teachers, and will 
be. confronted with just such prob- 
lems as he mentioned. 

The Athletic Board of Control has 
for its policy: clean, healthy spoi.s 
which have been found so necessary 
in promoting school spirit.

This afternoon the Stout football 
team will go into action with one of 
its most formidable opponents.

a. Promoting, eduling;-and re- 
porting social functions. To promote 
any general student body social func- 
tion, a petition shall be submitted’ to 
the Student Social Affairs Committee. 
for approval, signed by six students 
from each department or by a regu- 
larly appointed committee from one 
of the classes or organizations. The 
Petition must be submitted at least 
one week prior to date desired and 
shall state the general nature of the 
function, estimating costs, source of 
funds, and the names of the chaper- 
ones. The signed petitioners or the 
appointed social committee shall be 
held responsible for the carrying out 
of the details that will make a success 
of the function both socially and 
financially. Any deficit resulting from 
this type of function shall be assumed 
by that part of the student body par- 
ticipating; the above petitioners or 
committee being charged with the 
collection of any assessment necess- 
ary to remove the indebtedness. 

A written report shall be submit- 
ted by the petitioners or the commit- 
tee following each general social 
function and shall cover the follow- 
ing: nature of the function, an item- 
ized financial statement, approximate 
number of students in attendance, 
names of committees and the mem- 
bers. and the chaperons. 

Social affairs and gatherings of 
temPorarily organized groups of stu- 
dents may be inaugurated by a writ- 
ten petition signed by six or more 
of the participants and presented for 
approval not later than three days 
prior to the date desired. The peti- 
tion should “further indicate the na- 
ture of the affair, the names of the 
chaperones and the approximate num- 
ber of students expected to partici- 


pate.

The River Falls Normal football 
team left the field last Saturday with 
the Homecoming game carefully tuck- 
ed away.

George Meader, the distinguished 
American tenor, appeared here on 
Thursday, October 19, in the first 
number of the Menomonié Lyceum 
Course, which was worth traveling 
many miles to hear becausé of the 
appearance of two artists.

it was thought best to cancel the re- 
maining games. Injuries this season 
have called for considerable medical 
attention, and the condition of the 
athletic treasury does not warrant 
further expenditures. 

A few words at this time to ex- 
plain the financial resources of the 
Stout athletic events, may be of in- 
terest to those who are uninformed. 
There is no athletic fee at The Stout 
Institute as at most other schools. 
This fee generally amounts to $2.50 
and entitles the subscriber to a seas- 
on ticket to all athletic events. Stout 
receives no state appropriation as do 
the other normal schools for athletic 
purposes. This fund runs from $500 
to $800. 

In former years the sectional bas- 
ket ball tournament was a source of 
revenue. Last year this source was 
eut off due to the rule of distributing 


gate receipts with visiting teams. 
From this it will be seen that to 


bring in outside teams, and play 
games which have no bearing on the 
conference would be poor business 
management. Therefore it was decid- 
ed best to cancel all of the remaining 
games.

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Stout Greatiy Outclassed 
By Fast Superior Warriors 


The Stout eleven traveled to Sup- 
erior last Saturday, where they were 
completely outclassed by the strong 
Superior football team. Showing the 
best form of the season, Superior 
walked away with an easy 26 to 0 
victory. 

The day was anything but an ideal 
football day. The miniature gale 
which swept the field, made kicking 
and passing almost impossible. 

A crowd of about 1500 rooters was 
on hand; and Superior was all set to 
win, and square themselves for last 
year’s loss. The pep was the best 
that Superior has had for some time, 
the students having celebrated with 
a parade and bonfire on Friday night. 

Superior lost no time in going out 
to cop the victory. They started out 
with a burst of speed that simply 
carried Stout off its feet. Superior 
made the first touchdown in less than 
five minutes after the first kick-off, 
as the result of a 20 yard pass, and a 
series of hard line plunges, before 
which the Stout line was helpless. It 
was the first time Superior has cross- 
ed an opponent’s goal line this year. 
and the honor goes to Walsh, right 
halfback, who also made the other 
three touchdowns. Murphy failed to 
kick goal on the “try for point.” 

The end runs and criss-cross plays 
of the home team were splendidly ex- 
ecuted with the assistance of flawless 
interference. On one of these end 
runs near the end of the second quar- 
ter, Walsh the quarterback, circled 
the left end for 25 yards and a touch- 
down. Damberg made an attempt at 
a drop kick in this quarter, but due 
to the high wind, failed. 

The two final touchdowns were 
made one in each of the last two 
quarters. Murphy drop kicked goal 
after each of these. 

The only real flashes of football 
displayed by Stout were in the second 
quarter, when Levant circled their 
right end for 12 yards, and in the 
fourth quarter when Stout’s line held 
Superior on the three vard line on 
two occassions.

There was a time not long ago 
when teachers of manual training 
placed the whole emphasis on tool 
processes.

As a result of this changed Doint 
of view, we now have the enriched 
program in which industrial inform- 
ation, characteristics of materials, 
construction plans and methods, prin- 
ciples of production, ete., have a dis- 
tinct and important place. 

This yielding of manual training 
to the broader conception of education 
has saved it from trouble and pos- 
sible elimination from the curricu- 
lum. There is yet need, however, for 
a liberalization of the courses in man- 
ual training. There is need of a 
greater variety of experience with a 
large number of materials. A more 
or less abstract course in hand wood- 
work is wholly inadequate. 

Give manual training a4: scien con- 
tent, a variety of materials and ex- 
periences, and a contact with real 
industrial life and you will have a 
subject that can command a per- 
manent place in.the curriculum.

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y THE GOOD®TEACHER 
A successful school system or year 


cannot be built upon anything but 
good teaching. Fine buildings are 
desirable. Elegant furnishings are 
alright, if they can be afforded. Elab- 
orate equipments bring ease, satis- 
faction, and sometimes efficiency, but 
unless there are skillful teachers; the 
elaborate and expensive facilities are 
largely wasted and failure is written 
in large letters over the whole enter- 
prise. School is a place for instruction 
and guidance. 

It is not teaching simply to lecture 
to some immature students. That is 
only one phase of the process. It is 
not enough to be merely a skilled 
manipulator of tools and materials, 
although that is highly desirable in 
a teacher of mechanical work. It is 
not enough to have a strong and 
attractive personality, although this 
is an initial factor in teaching. Good 
intentions alone will not suffice. Great 
knowledge is highly to be desired, 


although some really-great teachers 
have not been profound scholars. 
The really good teacher combines 
in some degree all the characteristics 
just mentioned. , The highly super- 
ior teacher by the force of his per- 
sonality, his knowledge, his skill, his 
methods, and his enthusiasm, leads 


the students unerringly into the very. 


heart of the subject in hand. He 
secures willing and gladsome_ obedi- 
ence. He does not drive or scold. He 
gets an immediate and whole-hearted 
response to whatever he proposes. He 
is an inspiration, not a task master. 


He has a sympathetic understanding 


of the hopes and ambitions as well as 
the obstacles and the difficulties that 
accelerate or impede the progress of 
the boys and girls under his charge. 
He has the rare faculty of making 
students happy in their work. Un- 
happy classes seldom learn. 

It should be the ambition of every 
teacher, especially of the beginner, to 
become an artist at teaching.

Holds Meeting At Milwaukee 

Organize A Delegate System 

The Wisconsin Teacher’s Associ- 

ation was held at Milwaukee last 
k, at which time the association 

S reorganized on a delegate sys- 
tem. Miss Harvey was our represent- 
itive to the delegate assembly. 

During the first part of the meeting 
there was held a heated argument as 
to how many delegates might be sent 
and it was finally agreed that a group 
of such a number as to have a major 
factor of fifty, provided there were 
not fifty in the school, might send one 
delegate, and that where there-were 
mote than fifty teachers, all members 
of the association, only one delegate 
might be sent. An ammendment was 
then passed to clear the constitution. 
since the disagreement had come be- 
cause of a double interpretation of 
the constitution. 

A legislative program was also 
adopted, which we will probably print 
later. 

The organization elected, as full 
time secretary, Mr. Doudna, who is 
superintendent of the Wisconsin Rap- 
ids schools. He is to is office 
on January first, and will give his 
full time to the work. His work will 
be that of organizer, editor of a mag- 
azine, and legislator. In his office 
there will be a publicity bureau and 
a publicity agent. 

The organization also elected Pres- 
ident Hyer of Whitewater Normal 
school as President of the association.

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THE GOOD TEACHER 


A successful school system or year 
cannot be built upon anything but 
good teaching. Fine buildings are 
desirable. Elegant furnishings are 
alright, if they can be afforded. Elab- 
orate equipments bring ease, satis- 
faction, and sometimes efficiency, but 
unless there are skillful teachers; the 
elaborate and expensive facilities are 
largély wasted and failure is written 
in large letters over the whole enter- 
prise. School is a place for instruction 
and guidance, 

It is not teaching simply. to lecture 
to some immature students. That is 
only one phase of the process. It is 
not enough to be merely a_ skilled 
manipulator of tools and materials, 
although that is highly desirable in 
a teacher of mechanical work. It is 
not enough to have a strong and 
attractive personality, although this 
is an initial factor in teaching. Good 
intentions alone will not suffice. Great 
knowledge is highly to be desired, 


although some really great teachers 
have not been profound scholars. 
The really good teacher combines 
in some degree all the characteristics 
just mentioned. The highly super- 
ior teacher by the force of his pef- 
sonality, his knowledge, his skill, his 
methods, and his enthusiasm, leads 
the students unerringly into the very 
heart of the subject in hand. He 
secures willing and gladsome obedi- 
ence. He does not drive or scold. He 
gets an immediate and whole-hearted 
response to whatever he proposes. He 
is an inspiration, not a task master. 
He has a sympathetic understanding 


_ of the hopes and ambitions as well as 


the obstacles and the difficulties that 
accelerate or impede the progress of 
the boys and girls under his charge. 
He has the rare faculty of making 
students happy in their work. Un- 
happy classes seldom learn. 

It should be the ambition of every 
teacher, especially of the beginner, to 
become an artist at teaching.

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SUPER VACUUM TUBE 
The largest vacuum tube ever made, 
has just been deyeloped in the Re- 
search Laborities of the Genagal, Elec- 
tric Company. It is of o 
watts capacity and is 650 times 
greater than any tube now in use. 
The tube weighs 60 pounds. It would 
light 40,000 25-watt lamps or supply- 
energy to almost 1500 average homes. 
The filament is a rod of tungsten so 
large that if drawn out into a fila- 
ment of the size used in the average 
‘lectric lamp, it would make 50 miles 
of filament; or it would make fila- 
ment for 175,000 such lamps. The 
light given off during the operation 
would amount to 40,000 candle power. 
The creation of this great unit grew 
out of a desire to produce tubes for 
reneral power purposes, as well as 
radio, and thus open up the possibil- 
ity of a new field for the vacuum 
tube. This development has been in 
charge of Dr. A.W. Hull, noted for 
his vacuum tube development work.

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History Of Tainter Annex 


The Tainter Annex was built in 
1908. Mr. Stout felt the necessity of 
finding a place for the girls to stay, 
since only a limited number could 
find rooms out in town or at the 
Tainter Hall. 

The framework of the Annex was 
the Lou Tainter barn, and from this 
framework the first Annex was built. 
It was exactly as it is now excepting 
that the top story -was dormer and the 
dormitory provided for only thirty- 
four girls. The house was furnished 
much as it is now, and the living 
room furniture was made at school 
in the manual training department. 
The house was equipped by Miss 
Farnsworth, who was then pre- 
ceptress at Tainter Hall, and a teach- 
er of physiology and food study on 
the Stout faculty. 

Miss Jones, who came to Stout the 
same year as a teacher of Clothing, 
was the first preceptress at the An- 
nex. The next year she left, having 
accepted a _ position at Kalamazoo, 
Michigan. Miss Emma Conley, form- 
erly State Superintendent of Home 
Economics, became a member of the 
Stout faculty, and took Miss Jones’ 
place as preceptress at the Annex. 
The next year she was succeeded by 
Miss Pearl McDonald. In 1911, the 


fourth year of the existence of the 
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Annex, Miss Leedom was put in 
charge of the dormitory. Since that 
time she has been here continually 
with the exception of two years, 1918 
and 1919, when she was in New York. 
During her absence, Miss Case, who 
was at that time registrar, took her 
place. 

Karly one morning in the summer 
of 1913, a week after school was dis- 
missed in June, the Annex was dis- 
covered to be on fire. The exact 
origin of the fire was unknown, but 
it was thought that it might have 
been caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion, or by a crossing of wires. The 
fire started in the first floor bath 
room on the south side, and it swept 
through the living room and up the 
entire side of the house. Early in 


the fall, repair work was begun and™ 


by the second semester the Annex 
was ready for occupancy. It was re- 
built on the same lines as Mr. Stout’s 
original plans with the exception that 
the third story was made a full story 
in order to accommodate more girls. 
The furniture was also kept of the 
same type as that originally purchas- 
ed by Mr. Stout. It was then, at the 
beginning of the second semester, 
that the Annex girls who were scat- 
tered about town anxiously awaiting 
the completion of their home, were 
able to move in. 

More loyalty to the Annex is shown 
this vear than ever before, perhaps 
due to the cooperation of the girls 
and Miss Leedom. Girls living there 
for one year always feel more at 
home there than anywhere else and 
want to go back the second year.

At that school he 
is Vice-President of the Student Vol- 
unteer Band, and Secretary of the 
college Y.M.C.A. He is also manager 
of the Filipino Triangle News, this 
publication being the official organ of 
the Filipino Triangle Club of Minn- 
esota, which was organized by Mr. 
Sobrepena. Besides being interested 
in the religious life of the school, Mr. 
Sobrepena is active in oratorical con- 
tests and is a member of a National 
Honorary Forensic Society. 

The Filipino student chose as his 
subject “America’s Greatest Heritage 
to the Phillippines.”

Dow has been preceptress at the Hall 
for eleven years. 


The house was equipped by Mrs. 
Dow. The fire place, piano, settee, 
floor lamp, and Edison help to make 
the Hall pleasant and homelike. 


When speaking of the Hall we 
always associate Mrs.. Dow with it 
for she lends a hospitality to the Hall 
which has always been here since she 
came, and the girls consider the Hall 
as a home more than a dormitory.

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HAMLIN GARLAND 


Few writers in this country could 
have entertained an audience in as 
brilliant and as forceful a style as 
did Hamlin Garland on the evening 
of December first, at the Stout Aud- 
itorium. He has held a foremost 
position in the ranks of authorship for 
over 380 years, and has been widely 
recognized as an exponent of all 
that is best in American life. He is 
perhaps most widely known through 
his epic of pioneer days, “A Son of 
the Middle Border,” and his book of 
short stories, “Main Traveled Roads.” 


Mr. Garland’s early years were 
spent in the middle west. He was 
born in 1860 near the present site of 
West Salem, Wisconsin, and after- 
wards lived in Iowa and Dakota, 
where amidst the incessant toil in- 
cident to farming and pioneering, he 
managed to acquire an, education 
eventually graduating with honors 
from a western seminary. Mr.Garland 
gave us a graphic account of pioneer 
life in the middle west in the stirring 
days of the ’sixties and ’seventies of 
the last century. After this account 


had been described so vividly, we all 
realized the joys, sorrows, work worry

er’s life. 


When twenty-four years old, Mr. 
Garland journeyed eastward with the 
idea of taking a course of study and 
qualifying himself for teaching. He 
related many intimate stories, as Mr. 
Garland alone could do, of his work 
at this time. 


Later, he became deservedly pop- 
ular as a lecturer, and today he has 
few equals on the American platform. 
Mr. Garland is endowed with an un- 
usual degree of personal magnetism 
which invariably arouses and holds 
the attention of his audiences. His 
lecture was largely based upon his 
most successful book, “A Son of the 
Middle Border.” He gave a few hum- 
orous, offhand addresses on the songs 
and seasons of the old-time prairie 
farm. A true portrait of farm life in 
pioneer days was painted, and many 
of us wished we might have lived 
in those days.

Galileo simply climbed 
to the top of the Leaning Tower 
of Pisa and dropped two un- 
equal weights. The “‘best peo- 
ple” were horrified; they even 
refused to believe the result— 
that the weights reached the 
ground in equal times.

The biggest man in the 16th 


century was not Galileo in pop- 
ular estimation, but Suleiman 
the Magnificent, the Ottoman 
Emperor, who swept through 
Eastern Europe with fire and 
sword and almost captured 
Vienna.

Galileo gave us science— 
established the paramount 
right .of imental evidence. 
Suleiman did little to help the 


world.

When, for instance, the physic- 
istsin the Research Laboratories

Anita Pollitzer, youngest of the 
national officers of the Woman’s par- 
ty, all of whom are young women, is 
perhaps the keenest politician of them 
all. She spoke in the Memorial at a 
meeting held at 8 o’clock Thursday 
evening. ' 

Miss Pollitzer expressed what the 
Women’s party is.doing and how it 
relates to the life of which it is a part. 
The purpose of her present middle 
western tour is to stress the import- 
ance of the organization as a means 
for accomplishing equal rights in the 
coming sessions of the legislatures. 
Miss Pollitzer also spoke on the dis- 
criminations still practiced against 
women in the law and in the various 
trades and professions. 

In other words, as Miss Pollitzer 
expresses it, “To spread the Wisconsin 
idea,’ so the the other states will, 
like Wisconsin, pass equal rights leg- 
islation.

Wisconsin has a background to the 
law. As women, they must work so 
that public opinion changes. Think 
of the things that women have found- 
ed and now men control them. Women 
haven’t learned to work with men, 
but they have to learn. They can sit 
down and remain as they are, or they 
ean free ourselves. Miss Pollitzer and 
the national Women’s party desire 
that they fulfill the latter.

No brain, flushed with blobd, was ever 
able to think. 

It is right that you should be angry 
at evil, that you should be indignant 
when you see, for example, a man 
beating a horse or a‘child. But your 
power to redress such a wrong, even 
to save the victim, departs if you are 
moved to. violent rage. Learn to keep 
your temper.. It will take a long 
hard course of lessons, but they will

© THE MISUSE OF THE TERM 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


After all these years of discussion 
concerning the proper terminology for 
the field of vocational education, in- 
dustrial education, industrial arts, 
manual training, etc., it is the most 
common thing to find the terminology 
wholly confused and frightfully mis- 
used. 

It is not unusual to find the simp- 
lest forms of handwork in the pri- 
mary grades’ referred to by school 
people as vocational work. The best 
authorities, including the United 
States Government, have defined vo- 
cational education as “Preparation 
For Profitable Employment.” Cer- 
tainly, under. such a definition it 
would be a difficult stretch of the im- 
agination to classify paper cutting 
and clay modeling as vocational work. 
' Every cross-roads manual training 
shop is turning out vocational work, 
according to inspired reports. It 
should be gaid in justice to such shops. 


' that their work is just about as vo- 


cational as the work of many of the 
large, well-equipped and pretentious 
high schools. This is not condeming 
the work which is being done in either 
type of school. Such work may be 
the best possible type of work to meet 
the needs of the communities which 
these schools serve. 

This is simply saying that the work 
is not designed to prepare for profit- 
able employment, and hence is. not 
vocational. There is precious little 
genuine vocational work going on in 
the high schools of this country, but 
lots of it is being called vocational. 

The fact is that a lot of teachers 
become alarmed at the prominence 
given vocational education and wide- 
spread demand for it, they became 
ashamed of the old terms manual

Davy used it to decompose 
potash, soda, and lime into po- 
tassium, sodium and calcium, thus 
laying the foundations of electro- 
chemistry. With a battery of two 
thousand plates he produced the 
first electric arc— harbinger of 
modern electric illumination and 
of the electric furnace.

Tilsit while Davy was revealing 
the effects of electricity on matter. 
“What is Europe?” said Alexan- 
der. “We are Europe.” 

The treaty was at that time an 
important political event; today 
it is of little consequence. Davy’s 
work goes on. Already it has given 
us the practical applications of 
electrolysis and a wealth of chem- 
ical knowledge. 

In the Research Laboratories of 
the General Electric Company, 
for instance, much has been done 
to improve the electfic furnace 
and new compounds have been 
electrochemically produced, 
which make-it-easier to cast high- 
conductivity copper, to manufac- 
ture special tool steels, and to 
produce carbides for better arc 
lamps.

Let it be said again that the general

There is, of course, a place for the 
specific vocational courses in high 
school. where boys have already se- 
lected their trades and are ambitious 
to begin their preparation. The vast 
majority of high school boys, however, 
have not selected trades and are not 
headed toward the life of a trades- 
man.

~*~ TOWNER-STERLING BILL DIS- 


CUSSED BY MR. C. LARSON 


Miss Flora Pieper and Mr. Clarence 
Larson adressed the student assembly 
on Thursday last. 

Miss Pieper, as the first speaker 
gave a very interesting resume of 
Galli Curci’s life. Galli Curci was 
born in Milan in 1889, where she 
spent her youth. Here she _ studied 
piano with the idea of teaching after 
receiving her diploma, but her lovely 
voice soon attracted the attention of 
the music lovers of Europe. Somehow 
Galli Curci feared appearing before 
the people of her native city, so she 
and her mother journeyed to Rome 
where she was engaged for four per- 
formances; then they traveled to 
Egypt and to South America. In each 
of these countries she was a tremen- 
dous success. 

On November 15, 1916, she sang in 
Chicago, her first appearance in the 
United States, and was received with 
such enthusiasm and enjoyed her aud- 
ience so much that she decided to 
learn the favorite American songs. 

Galli Curci’s personality is quite as 
lovely as her voice. She is without 
a doubt one of the loveliest “song 
birds” ever heard, and her voice is 
untrained or natural. 

In concluding her delightful talk, 
Miss Pieper played the record “Juliet’s 
Waltz” on the Victrola. 

Mr. Larson’s discussion of the 
Towner-Sterling Bill was received 
with great interest by all the students 
because of its need in the educational 
world. 

The Bill states—First, that the 
Federal Government should increase 
the effective operation of its existing 
educational activities by unifying 
them in a Department of Education. 

Second, the Federal Government 
should extend the established prin- 
ciples of Federal aid to the States in 
order to encourage and assist the 
States in eliminating defects in their 
educational systems. 

Third, that these desired ends can 
be attained without interfering with 
the ris:ht of the localities and of the 
States to control, organize, admin- 
ister, and supervise their own schools. 

The bill also provides for the length 
of the school year and the time chil- 
dren must attend school. 

The Towner-Sterling Bill should be 
of interest to all students anxious to 
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improve the educational system in the 
United States.

In the University of Virginia, 
altho women have been admitted dur- 
ing the last two years, they must be 
20 years of age while boys are allow- 
ed to enter at 16. In Massachusetts 
night school no illiterate married wo- 
men are allowed to attend. Thus the 
Student Council felt the need of 
adapting this platform: 

Students’ Rights 

1. There shall be equal opportun- 
ities in publie educational institutions 
for men and women. 

2. There shall be a single standard 
for boys and girls, men and women, 
with respect to rules for students and 
their enforcement. 

3. There shall be equal recognition 
of men and women students with re- 
spect to degrees awarded. 

4. There shall be instruction of both 
sexes with regard to the relations be~ 
tween them and in obligations to 
family life.

Of the many teachers recalled of a 
long experience, those of most marked 
personality have been least successful. 
The best have been those of normal, 
inconspicuous ability who have ren- 
dered faithful and persistant service. 


Many fine personalities are undis- 
covered by those with whom they as- 
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sociate. 
as part of the social order, and their 
service is not recognized until it is 
missed. Then, too late for apprecia- 
tion, it is recalled that a steady beni- 
ficial influence has gone out. 
Personality is a dofbtful quality 
when it is conspicuous, for it repre- 
sents a difference from normal which

There is a premium on distinction 
which is dangerous to society. Ad- 
vertising has become a mania with 
our people. 
ficial attempts to get into print. Even 
our school children are afflicted with 
the vain desire to have their pictures 
appear in the morning press as dis- 
tinctive in any way whatsoever. Com- 


petition is ‘sadly overdone in the 
schoolroom. Co-operation should be 
‘fostered. The personal liberty idea 


should be replaced by the idea of in- 
dividual responsibility. This can only 
be done by the teacher who values 
persistant, thorough effort for service, 
and is living an active example of it. 


CO-OPERATION NEEDED 


There has always been too much 
dogmatism in education. The old edu- 
cationists and the new educationists 
are exactly alike in their attitudes. 
For the most part, both groups are 
dogmatists. Neither can see the good 
of the other side nor the faults of 
their own side. 

The only hope for the schools and 
for education in general is for these 
groups to get together and to work 
together. It sounds funny to say 
that the more these groups get to- 
gether the less they will be apart. But 
in a very real sense, the more the 
opposing groups come together and 
discuss the common problems of the 
schools the less they will find them- 
selves in disagreement. 

Industrial and vocational educa- 
tional people, and the general educa- 
tion people must get together and 
understand one another; they are both 
holding vital sectors in the battle line 


against ignorance and inefficiency. To 


fieht with each other is to join forces 
with the enemy.

HISTORY OF THE MENOMIN 
CLUB 


The Menomin club was organized 
in 1911 at the Stori Rooming House.

The Menomin club of today is the 
result of a reorganization in Novem- 
ber 1922.

and Charles II Laughed 


a) Gk AMUEL PEPYS says in 
Ra New his diary that CharlesII, 
M for all his interest in the 
Royal Society, laughed 
uproariously at its members 
“for spending their time only in 
weighing of air and doing nothing 
else since they sat.” 

This helps to explain why 
Charles has come down to us as 
the “merry monarch.” 

The Royal Society was engaged 
in important research. It was try- 
ing to substitute facts for the 
meaningless phrase “nature ab- 
hors a vacuum,” which hadWlong~ 
served to explain why water 
rushes into a syringe—the com- 
monest form of pump—when the 
piston is pulled out. 

Denis Papin had as much to do 
as anyone with tlicce laughable 
activities of the koyal Society. 
Papin turned up ia London one 
day with a cylinder in which a 
piston could slide. He boiled water 
in the cylinder. The steam gener- 
ated pushed the piston out. When 
the flame was removed, the steam

condensed. A vacuum was formed 
and the weight of the outer air 
forced the unresisting piston in. 

Out of these résearches-eventu- 
ally came the steam engine. 

London talked of the scandalous 
life that King Charles led, and paid 
scant attention to such physicists 
as Papin, whose work did so much 
to change the whole character of 
industry. 

The study of air and air pumps 
has been continued in spite of 
Charles’s laughter. In the General 
Electric Company’s Research 
Laboratories, for instance, pumps 
have been developed which will ex- 
haust all but the last ten-billionth 
of an atmosphere in a vessel. 

This achievement marks the 
beginning of a new kind of chemis-

PURE TEXTILE LAW 

A bill introduced by Mr. Lodge and 
Mr. Rogers, is now before Congress 
t@ protect buyers of textiles. This 
bill is based upon an English law 
which has been in force for 30 years. 
Senator Lodge states that the object 
of the bill is to “prevent deceit and 
unfair prices that result from the 


rege tive 


unrevealed presence of substitutes for 
virgin fibers.” 

The manufacturer is not obliged to 
brand or label his merchandise in any 
way, but he is held ta the’ strictest 
truth in any labeling that he does. 
Any article is misrepresented; (1), if 
it is offered for sale under a name so 
like another as to deceive pirchasers 
as to its origin and character; (2), if 
an inferior fabric has been substituted 
for a better one in the original pack- 
age. Furthermore the law states that; 
(1), all data as to weight, measure, 
quality, must be clearly stated and 
not in such a manner as to deceive 
the purchaser; (2), misleading ad- 
vertising is prohibited; (8), falsely 
labeled goods may not- be shipped 
from one state to another. 

' This bill is of utmost importance to 
the textile buyers and it is-hoped that 
it will go through.

SUPERIOR GAME 


After their defeat at River Falls, 
the Stout basketball team journeyed 
to Superior, there to be downed before 
a large crowd, by the Superior Normal 
team. The final score was 31 to 17. 


The contest was hard fought 
throughout, and due to the over anxi- 
ety of both teams to score, became a 
bit rough at times, most of the fouls 
being of the kind that oceur in hard 
fought games. The playing of the 
Superior team was the best they have 
done this year. This is the first game 
in which the entire first team has been 
on the floor.

The “PRACTICAL” Alchemist and 


“THEORETICAL” Robert Boyle 


SSBpHE alchemists wrote 
¥ vaguely of “fluids” and 
we ‘‘principles.” _ Copper 

“= was potentially silver. 
Rid it of its red color and the 
“principle” of silver would assert 
itself, so that silver would remain. 
With a certain amount of philos- 
opher’s stone (itself a mysterious 
“principle”) a base metal could be 
converted into a quantity of gold 
a million times as great. 


This all sounded so “practical” ~ 


that Kings listened credulously, 
but the only tangible result was 
that they were enriched with much 
bogus gold. 


Scientific theorists like Robert 
Boyle (1627-1691) proved more 
“practical” by testing matter, dis- 
covering its composition and then 
drawing scientific conclusions that 
could thereafter be usefully and 
honestly applied. Alchemists con- 
jecturedanddied; he experimented 
and lived. 

Using the air pump Boyle un- 
dertook a “theoretical” but sci- 


General@) 


entific experimental study of the 
atmosphere and discovered that 
it had a “spring” in it, or in other 
words that it could expand. He 
also established the connectic: 
between the boiling point of water 
and atmospheric pressure, a very 
“theoretical” discovery in his day 
but one which every steam engi- 
neer now applies. 


He was the first to use the term 
“analysis” in the modern chem- 
ical sense, the first to define an 
element as a body which cannot 
be subdivided and from which 
compounds can be reconstituted. 


Boyle’s work~has not ended. 
Today in the Research Labora- 
tories of the General Electric 
Company it is being continued. 
Much light has there been shed 
on the chemical reactions that 
occur in a vessel in which a nearly 
perfect vacuum has been produced. 
One practical result of this work 
is the vacuum tube which plays an 
essential part in radio work and 
seeeopeane

When entering a restapant or hos 
tel dining room, the lady preceeds the 
gentleman and follows the head wait- 
er.

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ETIQUETTE ON THE STREET 

Although’a row of pretty girls com- 
ing down the street makes a charming 
picture, still very often, especially on 
business streets, the girls uncon- 
sciously show lack of consideration 
for others. They should break into 
groups of two or three. 


If a gentleman passes a lady on a 
narrow or snowy path, of course the 
gentleman steps into the drift to 
allow the lady to pass.

leaving his right hand free to shake 
hands. He never shakes hands before 
he takes off his hat. 

We no longer say, “Please excuse 
my glove.” We simply shake hands 
and forget about the glove. 

In cold weather it is not necessary 
for a gentleman to remain with his 


head uncovered during the whole con-~ 


versation. After the first few words, 


he may slowly replace his hat. If he . | 


really wishes to talk to the lady, he 
does not keep her standing on the 
street, but asks her permission to 
walk along with her. He takes her 
books or parcels and walks on the out- 
side of the walk. He never takes the 
lady’s arm. It is also incorrect for him 
to grasp her elbow and push her along 
as many young men insist upon doing. 

The lady, except when she is elderly 
or infirm, does not take the -gentle- 
man’s arm in the daytime unless they 
are crossing a dangerous street or 
going through a crowd. If it is night 
or they are crossing a crowded stree!. 
the gentleman offers his arm to the 
lady. The lady does not link her arm 
through his, but puts the palm of her 
han«: in the curve of his elbow. 

If they meet another man who is 
acquainted with either the gentleman, 
the lady, or both of .them, both men 
raise their hats. If two men are 


walking together and one meets a 
lady friend, both men remove their 
hats even though the lady is known 
only to the one. Men also raise their 
hats to older men. When in doubt 
take off your hat! 


It is incorrect to use the expression 
“tip the hat”’—because it shouldn’t 
be just tipped from one side to the 
other. Someone has said, “A hat rais- 
ed half-heartedly is courtesy without 
charm.” Because of our cold climate 
and because of the military salute, 
however, we are more lenient in this 
matter than we used to be. However, 
it is still correct to remove the hat. 


If the gentleman is walking with 
two ladies, he walks on the outside— 
never between them except on a very 
crowded street. If one were an older 
woman, she would walk next to the 
gentleman, and in crossing the street 
he would offer his arm to her—not 
to both. 


If a lady drops her glove or parcel, 
a passing gentleman, even though 
he be a stranger, picks it up for her 
and raises his hat. Of course, the 
lady says “Thank you” or smiles her 
gratitude.

¢ HELPFUL DEMONSTRATIONS 

Miss Anna Barrows, teacher of de- 
monstration at Teachers’ College, Co- 
lumbia University, gave much helpful 
information to everyone who attended 
her demonstrations last week.

She talked chiefly of cuts 
of meat, causes for variation in qual- 
ity and price, and methods of prepar- 
ation of these cuts. 


The last of the series of demonstra- 
tions, and perhaps the most enjoy- 
able of all was given Friday at three- 
thirty o’clock, at which time prepar- 
ations for a meal were made. Miss 
Barrows did not prepare a well bal- 
anced meal but attempted to show the 
preparation of a variety of dishes 
which might be used in the meal. She 
discussed desirable combinations for 
a meal and explained why these were 
desirable and others undesirable. 


On Thursday afternoon from four 
to six o’clock a delightful tea was 
served in Miss Kugel’s reception 
rooms in honor of Miss Barrows. At 
that time many of the students had 


the privilege of meeting Miss Bar- 


rows. 

All who attended the meetings 
held by Miss Barrows feel that the 
time was well spent and much was 
learned. Miss Barrows is extremely 
good as a demonstrator. She fills 
every minute so full one could not af- 
ford to miss a single word she said. 


Her skill in manipulation is of the 


very best, in fact, one might say she 
is as near one hundred percent effi- 
cient as any one could be.

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Burton fk. Nelson Elected New Stout Head 


New Legislation Which May 
Affect The Stout Institute 


Mr. Bowman was in Madison a 
week ago Thursday attending the 
public hearing on the substitute a- 
mendment No. 1A to Bill 406A. In 
an interview published in the Daily 
Wisconsin News, March 10th, Speak- 
er Dahl of the Assembly indicated 
that he would bring out a substitute 
amendment to the original Dahl Edu- 
cational Bill. At that time he indi- 
cated the general scope of the bill in 
connection with the consolidation of 
boards in the state, and the centraliz- 
ing of the control of teacher training 
in Wisensin. Mr. Bowman, when in- 
terviewed, gave the following review 
of the public hearing. 

The substitute bill on which the 
hearing was held Thursday March 24, 
brought out a great many educators. 
The attendance was so large that it 
was necessary to hold the hearing in 
the Assembly parlor rather than in 
the committee hearing room. A large 
number of people connected with edu- 
cational work, and some not directly 
connected, appeared either for or 
against the bill. 

The two bills which were introduced 
some little time ago, popularly known 
as the Dahl Bill and the Garey Bill, 
seemed to indicate, according to gen- 
eral comment, the presence of at least 
two educational factions. The sub- 
stitute amendment for the original 
Dahl Bill, on which the hearing was 
held is according to those who spoke 
for it, an attempt to unify teacher 
training in the state. 

The situation which has brought 
cbout this b/ll is as follows: Teacher 
training in such subjects as Agricul- 
ture, Industrial Arts, Household Arts, 
etc., is carried on at the University 
“nder the control of the University 
Board of Regents. General teacher 
training, with numerous special lines 
such as Agriculture, Kindergarten, 
Physical LEdtication, Household Arts,

At a meeting of the State Board of 
Vocational Education, acting as Board 
of Trustees of The Stout Institute, at 
the Hotel Pfister in Milwaukee, Tues- 
day, April 8rd, Mr. Burton E. Nelson 
of Racine, Wisconsin, was elected 
President of The Stout Institute. 


Mr. Nelson was graduated from the 
Pennsylvania State Normal School in 
1884; received the Bachelor of Science 
degree from the Western Normal Col- 
lege in 1891, and the Master’s degree 
in 1895. Mr. Nelson has had four 
years’ experience in rural schools, 
eleven years as high school principal, 
was city superintendent of schools in 
Racine, Wisconsin, for fourteen years. 
In 1918 Mr. Nelson resigned the su- 
perintendency in Racine to direct the 
sales for the Keystone View Company 
in Wisconsin, Illinois and Minnesota. 
In this capacity he has been in -very 
close contact with principals, .super- 
intendents and boards of education 
thruout the middle west. 


Mr. Nelson has served as President 
of the Southern Wisconsin Teachers’ 
Association, as President of the Wis- 
consin Principals’ Association, and as 
President of the Wisconsin Teachers’ 
Association. In 1911 he organized the 
first vocational school in Wisconsin in 
Racine, and has maintained close as- 
sociation with vocational education 
ever since. 


Mr. Nelson has been active in civic 
affairs, having organized the Racine 
Rotary Club in 1916. In 1918 he was 
made District Governor of Rotary In- 
ternational in charge of the Rotary 
Clubs of four states. He has served 
on important committees at various 
times of Rotary International. 


President and Mrs. Nelson will pro- 
bably move to the city some time in 
June. President Nelson will assume 
his duties at The Stout Institute April 
16th.

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NEW LEGISLATION EFFECTING 
THE STOUT INSTITUTE 


Industrial Arts, Rural School teachers, 
etc., is carried on in the Wisconsin 
Normal Schools under the direction 
of the State Board of Normal Regents. 
Teacher training in Household Arts 
and Industrial Arts is carried on in 
The Stout Institute under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Vocational Educa- 
tion functioning as the Board of 
Trustees of The Stout Institute. Ru- 


. ral school teacher training is carried 


on in thirty-one county training’ 
schools and a number of high schools 
under the general direction of the 
State Superintendent of Schools. In 
addition to these boards there is the 
State Board of Education. The sup- 
porters of this bill claim that-by cen- 
tralizing the control of teacher train- 
ing in the state those institutions best 
fitted for particular lines of work 
would be allowed to do their work. 
Assistant State Superintendent An- 
derson presented statistics showing 
the large numbers of teachers in the 
various lines of work being trained in 
the University, Normal schools, nd 
The Stout Institute. He pointed out 
thru actual figures, that there is an 
excess in the number of people trained 
in virtually every kind of teaching 
except the elementary and graded 
school teaching positions. He pointed 
out that this field of work, which was 
the original and primary field for 
which the normal schools were organ- 
ized, is the one which the normal 
schools are not adequately taking care 
of. He pointed out that with the cen- 
tral board the various kinds of teacher 
training could be supervised by this 
board and present duplication of work, 
scattering of the work and training 
of people in numbers largely in excess 
of the demand, could be eliminated. 
Numerous representatives of the 
Board of Normal. School. Regents and 
normal school presidents appeared at 
the hearing, speaking against the bill. 
In the normal schools a number of 
special. departments have grown up 
in Agriculture, Commercial work, 
Physical Education, Manual Arts, Kin- 
dergarten, Household Arts, Rural 
School ..Teaching, etc... The two 
‘ines of. work in which The Stout In- 
stitute..is interested and peculiarly 
fitted thru its organization to handle, 
are Industrial ~Arts, and MHouse- 
hold Arts. There is a special depart- 
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ment of Household Arts at Stevens ~ 


Point Normal, and a special depart- 
ment of Industrial Arts at Oshkosh 
Normal. The Platteville Normal is 
also allowed to operate a small Man- 
ual Arts teacher training department. 
The Oshkosh Industrial Arts depart- 
ment securéd its building some time 


- after The Stout Institute had been 


organized and was able to and did 
meet the demands for teachers. The 
Household Arts Department at Ste- 
vens Point was likewise added to that 
Normal after The Stout Institute had 
been organized, and was able to and 
did meet the.demands for Houshold 
Arts teachers.

Oneday in 1786 Galvani touched 
with his metal instruments the 
nerves of a frog’s amputated hind 
legs. The legs twitched in a 
very life-like is Even when the 
ar te legs were hung from an iron 

iling by copper hooks, the phe- 
nathenon persisted. Galvani 
knew that he was dealing with 
electricity but concluded that the 
frog’s legs had in some way gen- 
erated the current. 

Then came Volta, a contempo- 
rary, who said in effect: “ Your in- 
terpretation is wrong. Two differ- 
ent metals in contact with a moist 
nerve set up currents of clectricity. 
I will prove it without the aid of 
frog’s egs.” 

Volta piled disks of different 
metals one on top of another and

separated the disks with moist 
pieces of cloth. Thus he gene- 
rated a steady current. This was 
the “ Voltaic pile”—the first bate 
tery, the first generator of 
electricity. 


Both Galvani and Volta were 
careful experimenters, but Volta’s 
correct interpretation of effects 
gave us electrical engineering. 

Napoleon was the outstanding 
figure in the days of Galvani and 
Volta. He too possessed an active 
interest in science but only as an 
aid to Napoleon.He little imagined 
on examiningVolta’s crude battery 
that its effect on later civilization 
would be fully as profound as that 
of his own dynamic personality.

The first place visited was the 
A. G. Johnson Electrotype Co. Here 
the men saw the entire electrotyping 
process, from the making of the wax 
form to the mounting of the finished 
plate on the wood block. 


The men next visited the Bureau of 
Engraving. This is one of the largest 
establishments of its kind in the 
Northwest. This was one of the best 
houses visited on the trip. The guide 
gave an excellent explanation of all 
the work being done. The entire half- 
tone process was covered in this plant, 
including the taking of the picture, 
retouching, photographing for the 
making of the color plates, making 
the plate, and printing the finished 
plate. 

When the group disbanded for 
dinner, Mr. Hague issued orders, that 
all the men were to meet by one 
o’clock in the City Hall. Strange to 
say they were all present at 1:15. 

In the afternoon, a short visit was

A Y. W. C. A. Cabinet Training 
Council, with an attendance of nearly 
fifty girls, was held at Stout over the 
week-end. Delegates were here from 
Mankato, Moorehead, and St. Cloud 
State Teachers’ Colleges in Minnesot. 
and from Steveas Point and Wau 
Claire Normals and The Stout Insti- 
tute in Wisconsin, all of which belony 
to the Central Region of the Y. W. 
C.. A.- 

The Council, held in the Y. W.C. A. 
club rooms, opened Saturday morning’ 
at ten o’clock. Miss Erma Schurr, a 
student at the University of Minne- 
sota and a member of the National 
Council, conducted the meetings. The 
main item of the morning’s session 
was a talk by Miss Kugel on “Sociai 
Leadership.” This was followed by a 
general discussion on “Y. W. C. A. 
Membership.” 


The afternoon session was opene:l 
by the presentation, by Stout cabinet 
members, of a model cabinet meeting.

Miss McCalmont had previously made 
arrangements and therefore, under 
the expert guidance of the manager 
of the company, the entire process of 
ice cream making was most interest- 
ingly explained and seen by the group. 

It was noon and altho a. delightful 
spread of delicious ice cream and 
cookies had been enjoyed at the 
Vander Bie’s plant, everyone agreed 
that luncheon at one of the large cafe- 
terias would not only satisfy the many 
hungry mouths, but would also give 
the women some idea about the man- 
agement of the larger cafeterias. 


Luncheon over with, the again spry 
group started out to visit the Sani- 
tary Food Products Plant, a whole- 
sale house at which Miss Payne does 
considerable purchasing. Here the 
women were met by several guides 
and taken thru the entire plant visit- 
ing the cracker and cooky bakery, the 
candy shop, the spice, coffee, tea, and 
extract departments and the pre- 
serving department, all the while 
climbing as it seemed hundreds of 
miles of steps and walking until feet 
were tired and home or hotel was as 
a word chanted from heaven.

Four Special Demonstrations 
To Be Given Here Next Week 


A four day Cookery Institute is to 
be conducted next week, April 23 to 
26 inclusive, under the auspices of the 
Household Arts Department of the 
Washburn Crosby Co. 

The work taken up in the Gold 
Medal School will be of an extremely 
practical nature. The recipes used 
are of such a nature that they can be 
adapted to any home and prepared 
easily and economically. These two 
points are emphasised in all of the 
instructions to be given. Miss White 
says, “Our cookery is not for the wo- 
man who has the entire day to spend 
in the kitchen. We want to be of 


assistance to the woman who wishes 


to do the most in the least time. We 
want to help women-who are busy. 
We try to help women make food in- 
teresting. It is possible to serve 
things attractively without unneces- 
sary expense, to vary the menu and 
take meal-serving away from the duil 
routine of household drudgery.” 

All of the demonstrations will be 
conducted in a model kitchen, arrang- 
ed especially for the school, and which 
in itself will prove of interest to every 
woman.

ST. OLAF WINS KOHLER CUP

The showing of Stout 
is highly creditable for eight of the 
nine men are freshmen and had had 
no previous experience. With these 
eight men back next. year, they hope 
to stage a comeback. 


President Burton E. Nelson 
Addresses The Student Body 


After waiting nearly a year, Stout 
has again a president. President Bur- 
ton E. Nelson arrived here Sunday to 
assume his duties as head of this in- 
stitution. 

Tuesday’s assembly period was de- 
voted to the introduction of Mr. Nel- 
son to the students. After a short 
presentation by Mr. Bowman, Mr. 
Nelson talked for the first time to the 
students and faculty. 

Mr. Nelson expressed his pleasure 
at being elected to his position, saying 
that it was the one school position 
in Wisconsin which appealed to him. 
Mr. Nelson resigned from his last 
position five years ago and fully ex- 
pected to stay out of school work 
permanently, but when his present 
position was offered him, he accepted 
because it was in a direct line with 
his interests. 

Mr. Nelson classed Stout as distinct 
and different from other institutions. 
It is a school where the work is done 
on original lines and no cut and dried 
program is laid out for it. It depends 
solely upon the teachers and student 
body to make it what it is and that is 
why he considers it such a great op- 
portunity for work. 

A few helpful suggestions were giv- 
en by Mr. Nelson by means of which 


the school might be made even better 


than it is. Up to the present time 
Stout has occupied its field almost 
alone but now other institutions are 
growing up which furnish competi- 
tion. Not many cover the same range 
that Stout does but there are a few 
that try to duplicate the work done 
by Stout and in order to keep its pre- 
sent position the school must strive 
to make improvements. 


It is the aim of President Nelson 
to send out graduates who will be as 
proud to say, “I am a graduate of 
Stout Institute,” as one who could say, 
“T am a graduate of Oxford.” It is not 
sufficient to send out perfect mechanics 
alone, but it is vitally important that 
the graduates be fine specimens of 
manhood and womanhood, and be 
scholars as well as mechanics. It is 
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character that a student should strive 
for, because it is that that is judged 
by the world, 

One criticism that President Nelson 
has with students in general is that 
they are content with just a passing 
grade. Too many‘of them work just 
enough to enable them to get through 
school, and too few work for the de- 
velopment of ability that school af- 
fords. He compared the students to 
the violinists in an orchestra. The 
leading violinist displays the greatest 
ability and stands out from the others 
in the same manner as does the man 
or woman who has worked to develope 
ability, initiative, and leadership in 
school. The others follow and are 
content to just merely accompany the 
man playing “first fiddle,” and so re- 
main at “second fiddle” all their lives. 

It is this development of initiative 
or leadership that President Nelson 
hopes to stress at Stout. It is this 
that will continue and increase the 
reputation that Stout has always had. 

He closed his speech with a very 
fitting quotation from Emerson.

All students in all schools must 
pass thru that embryonic period call- 
edt the freshman year. It is a critical 
period of assimilation which greatly 
affects a student's future career. He 
realizes in a very short time the dif- 
ference between his first year in high 
school and that spent in an institution 
like Stout. He finds himself away 
from his home influences and amony 
strangers who are entirely indifferent 
asx to his welfare. He finds that a 
strong spirit of cooperation exists a- 
mong the upper classes which he can- 
not account for. This spirit is not de- 
veloped among his own classmen. It 
is nolL an easy nritter to get into any 
of the various school organizations. 
He exnerieace a vague feeling of be- 


ing lost and out of place, with no def- 
inite purpose to spur him on. There 
is something lacking and that some- 
thing is class spirit. It is to create 
class spirit then, ‘that certain provi- 
sions are made for the conduct of the 
Freshman Class. 

These rules, though carried to ex- 
tremes in some schools, are the great- 
est known aid towards the creation of 
a spirit of organization and unity. The 
rule of the green caps, which is rig- 
idly and gleefully enforced by the 
Sophomore Class, assists the student 
to recognize and become acquainte:

Washburn Crosby Company 
Demonstrations Interesting 


The Home Economics students have 
during this week had an opportunity 
to witness the work of two demon- 
strators, Miss White and her assis- 
tant Miss Haugen, sent out by the - 
Washburn Crosby Company. 

The first demonstration was based 
on salads. In this Miss White showed 
how “every day” salads may be made 
into attractive and tempting dishes 
and discussed the effect of the ap- 
pearance of the salad on our appetite.. 
The success of the salad depends not 
only upon the materials used in mix- 
ing, but the coolness of the plate and 
materials, color contrast, and gar- 
nishes. Suggestions as to what sa- 
lads would be appropriate for certain 
occasions and unique salads to create 
an interest such as porcupine and but- 
terfly salads. 

The second demonstration consisted 
of making of bread, parker house 
rolls, braided bread, and variations 
that could be made from the bread 
foundation by the addition of fruits, 


_nuts, spices, more shortening, eggs, 


and sugar. The points of most inter- 
est, outside of the instruction of mix- 
ing, kneading and baking the bread, 
was the punching of the bread, which 
takes the place of the-second knead- 
ing; the way to thane a loaf of bread; 
and the uniformation as to how the 
different stages of bread making may 
be acheived without mixing different 
batches of doughs at different times. 
This she accomplished by the use of 
more yeast in proportion to the time 
shortened. 

The third demonstration was on the 
sponge and butter cakes using the 
angel food as a typical sponge and 
a Devil’s food as a typical butter cake. 
In this lesson Miss White discussed 
clearly the precautions necessary in 
mixing and baking these cakes and 
advanced the theory of low tempera- 
ture of oven at the first part of bak- 
ing and then gradually increasing the 
heat until thoroughly baked. 

Desserts covered the last demon- 
stration with the special stressing of 
the pastry side. Miss White started

with the tart pastry and developed 
it into French pastries, owing 
where fruits, nuts, and othe

TUESDAY’S ASSEMBLY 


The assembly period of Tuesday, 
April 24, was given over to a talk 
by Miss Mary K. Reely, head of the 
Book Selection Department of the 
Wisconsin Library Commission. Her 
talk was for the purpose of helping 
the students in their present reading 
and in their work after graduation. 

She dealt with recreational reading 
only, and brought out the differences 
in the various types of stories coming 
under this classification. She sai 
that, like other forms of recreation, 
the reading which exercises and stim- 
ulates the mind is the only worth- 
while kind. Most of the fiction of to- 
day does not supply this mental stim- 
ulation, Miss Reely advised the stu- 
dents to mix reality with fiction, anil 
to omit the “impossible” story, and 
thus get true pictures of life. —She 
commented on the list of books for 
Divected Readings, saying that it is 
a good selection and one which makes 
a. suitable foundation for future read- 
ing. 

Miss Reely explained, in part, the 
work of the Library Commission of 
which she is a member. She told of 
the Traveling Library which supplies 
books to places wich have none and 
supplements any collection when the 
collection is inadequate. It stands the 
graduate well in hand to know of this 
Traveling Library for many times the 
teachers in small communities find 
their library resources entirely too 
small to meet their needs, The Trav- 
eling Library supplies reference books, 
books of fiction for recreational read- 
ing, and also supplies plays if they 
are wanted, The services given by 
the Traveling Library are good, the 
books being delivered by parcel post 
to the applicant's door. Every stu- 
dent would be wise in remembering 
the existence of the Traveling Libra- 
ry in case of future need.

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FEDERAL AND VOC. BOARD REP. 
ADDRESS SCHOOL BODY 


Miss Tracy Copp, representing the 
Federal Board of Education and Mr. 
Faulks of the Vocational Board of 
Education addressed the student body 
at last Thursday’s assembly. 


The Government, Miss Copp stated, 
has for many years studied the con- 
servation of the natural resources of 
this country, but not until within the 
last few years has it turned its atten- 
tion to the great need of restoring the 
skill and ability of the working peo- 
ple. The Federal Government has 
offered financial aid to each state 
matching the stipulated amount allot- 
ted by the Government. The machin- 
ery or the people assisted by these 
funds are those whose skill and abil- 
ity had been handicapped by illness. 
The Government thus equips these 
people for positions in life making 
them happier because of their love 
for independence and making the 
country more prosperous because of 
the added skill and labor. - 


The Government also offers to as- 
sist those who are injured in accidents 
etc. Many people were physically dis- 
abled because of accidents within the 
last few years and the Government is 
offering to re-educate them. ; 


In January, 1921, the states were 
invited to join the Government in pro- 
moting this excellent work and thirty- 
four states joined, each of these states 
has been rapidly reclaiming its peo- 
ple. The return to the commonwealth 
in material wealth is more than 
enough to pay the cost of administra- 
tion, making it an exceedingly good 
business proposition for each State. 

Mr. Faulks talked on, “The Great 
Need of Adult Education” and ‘Reha- 
bilitation of the Crippled and Dis- 
abled.” 

Adult education is that which takes 
place after the age of 21 is reached 
and is usually a matter of self educa- 
tion. This education does not neces- 
sarily take place in the school building 
but -is acquired through reading an:! 
practical experience. 

When a man is disabled, we often 
hear of the compensations he receives, 
but compensations will never rehabili- 
tate the man. It just keeps him and 
his family from starving. Rehabili- 
tation, or the re-educating of these 
people making them self supporting, 
is necessary in order to complete the 


work. 

The questions of ‘What do we do 
for these people?” and “Where are 
schools for rehabilitation?” are often 
asked. The schools are any or all 
schools in which these unfortunate 
people can be trained to become inde- 
pendent. Mr. Faulks cited, as an ex- 
ample of the work the Vocational 
board is doing, the case of a young 
man in a tuberculosis hospital. This 
dependent was taken from the hospi- 
tal and examined and found not to 
have tuberculosis and was placed in a 
vocational school. Within ten months 
he was earning his own living, adding 
to the general wealth of the country 
and happy to be independent again. 


As teachers it is one of our duties to 
bring the attention of the state repre- 
sentative to any cases concerning dis- 
abled people. 

Both talks were very interesting 
and instructive and particularly worth 
while to all intending to teach.

“ACETYLENE CUTTING AND 
WELDING 


Many of the girls received a thrill 
or a shock at the last Thursday’s as- 
sembly when Mr. Welch, assisted by 
Mr. Gaerttner, gave a very interesting 
and amusing’ demonstration on oxy- 
acetylone welding and cutting. 

Mr. Welch used a portable set to 
perform this demonstration. The set 
consisted of a gas tank in which the 
acetylene is combined with acetone 
and held under extreme pressure and 
an oxygen tank. Since the gas is very 
explosive, great care must be exercis- 
ed when using it. The gas when burn- 
ed alone gives a heavy carbon de- 
posit, and not a great deal of heat, 
but when combined with oxygen a 
temperature of six thousand degrees 
Fahrenheit may be reached. Th's 
temperature is so high and the flame 
is so concentrated that .it will buin 
or cut iron of various thicknesses. 
Mr. Welch proved this point by cu:- 
ing anjiron rod. 

Although Mr. Welch felt inclined 
to remark in an apologetic tone about 
the excellent demonstration of this 
sort which Mr. Milnes gave some 
years ago, we feel that if Mr. Milnes’ 
did as well as Mr. Welch his demon- 
stration most certainly deserved to 
receive such a favorable comment.

lands of Kentucky, t vast, oben 
region of mountains, sunshine, and 
romance, are perhaps of greater inter- 
est because of the many books written 
about them. Here in this mountain 
district are the real Americans of the 
purest strain. Their “forefathers in 
cearch of freedom after the Revolution 
cume to this glorious forest country 
which rests on the finest coal beds 
in the world.

Mountains and Dr. Burns called his 
fellowmen together suggesting that 
instead of carrying on the Baker-How- 
ard Feud. which was raging at that 
time, the two factions join, build a 
school and educate their children side 
by side. So it was that he succeeded 
in being the founder of this insitute, 
not only that but Dr. Burns assisted 
with his own hands in building the 
first buildings on the very spot where 
many of the bloodiest fights had taken 
place. 

The school of which Dr. Burns with 
only seventeen months’ education was 
made president grew from a hundre: 
illiterate children to an institution of 
five hundred ambitious, anxious chil. 
(ren of the mountain districts. The 
experienees and hardships which Dr. 
Burns and the other instructors had to 
endure in order to bring education 
into this district was most severe. 
For years they received no salary and 
after many years of hard work, the 
institution was in debt for twenty 
thousand dollars with not one cent in 
the treasury. But Dr. Burns, a firm 
believer in God, felt there would be 
some way out and thus he became 
a lecturer with the one aim,—to make 
friends for his people in the moun- 
tains and earn money .to keep the 
school from closing its doors. Within 
the last few years the debt has been 
paid and the institution is evaluated 
at $100,000.00, but best of all the 
children of the Kentucky Mountains 
are being taught to read and write, 
putting an end to illiteracy, the main 
cause of the mountain feuds. 

Dr. Burn's talk, given in his de- 
lightfullysslow Southern manner seem- 
ed to charm the audience and all who 
heard him will agree that it was one 
of the finest, and most sincere talks 
ever given from the lecture platform.

BYOSA century ago, was “the 
principle of contagion when re- 
spired by animals in the minutest 
quantities.’’ Mere say-so. 

Imaginative yet skeptical Hum- 
phrey Davy, who believed in ex- 
periment rather than in opinion, 
“‘respired” it and lived. 

It was this restless desire to test 
beliefs that made him one of the 
~ foundergeof modern science. Elec- 
tricity was a new force a century 
ago. Davy used it to decompose 
potash, soda, and lime into potas- 
sium, sodium, and calcium, thus 
laying the foundations of electro- 
chemistry. With a battery of two 
thousand plates he produced the 
first electric arc—harbinger of 
modern electric illumination and 
of the electric furnace. 

Czar Alexander I and Napoleon 
met on a raft to sign the Treaty of 
Tilsit while Davy was revealing

the effects of electricity on matter. 
“What is Europe?” said Aléxan- 
der. “ ¥'¢ are Europe.” 

The treaty was at that time an 
important political event, framed 
by two selfish monarchs for the sole 
purpose of furthering their per- 
sonal interests. Contrast with it 
the unselfish efforts of Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy. His brilliant work 
has resulted in scores of practical 
applications of electrolysis in in- 
dustry and a wealth of chemical 
knowledge that benefit not him- 
self but the entire world. 

In the Research Laboratories of 
the General Electric Company, for 
instance, much has been done-to. 
improve the electric furnace (a de- 
velopment of Davy’s arc) and new 
compounds have been electro- 
chemically produced, which make 
it easier to cast high-conductivity 
copper, to manufacture special 
tool steels, and to produce carbides 
for better arc lamps.

The last number of the Lyceunr

S. H. Clark of the University of 
Chicago dramatically read several of 
the stories of © Dickens’ “Pickwick 
Papers.” 

_ After an exceedingly witty intro- 
duction, in which he expressed his 
desire to read “the above selections 
rather than those announced in last 
week’s Stoutonia, he began his _pro- 
gram, That moment the simple stage 
setting seemed to be transformed in- 
to the picture as described by the 
story, only more delightful because 
of Professor Clark’s rich voice and 
his painstaking interpretation of the 
characters and their speeches.

Chemistry hus freed the world from 
the superstitious and restricting 
notions of Alchemy; Literature has 
yviven people a different view-point 
and a chance to see themselves in a

portance have existed and do still 
exist. The world needs not only good 
mechanics but right-minded and edu- 
cated citizens and it is those subjects 
not in the technical field which suc- 
ceed in making broad-minded, liber- 
ally educated persons. 

Professor Clark especially urged 
his audience to learn to hold judge- 
ment in suspense. One who jumps at 
conclusions, is prejudiced, and never 
open to conviction and-~ will never 
make the broad-minded citizen that 
the country needs. 

There has been more hate since the 
War than ever before in history, The 
one solution is that the nations find 
some means of getting together. 
What the world needs is a lesson in 
understanding. This understanding 
can never be brought abeut by any 
but liberal-minded, unprejudiced men. 

Thus it can be seen that education 
is not a syecess until it “liberalizes” 
or “liberates.”

A NEW ELEMENT DISCOVERED 


The old alchemists knew of only a 
few “elements” and they spent most 
of their time trying to transmute the 
baser ones into gold, instead of ana- 
lyzing the substance of earth to iso- 
late the different things in it. In more 
recent times scientists have made out 
that there ure ninety-two possible 
chemical elements. In discovering 
new elements the solar spectrum anid 
later the X-ray spectrum have been 
of great help to the chemist. For 
instance, helium, which was discov- 
ered in the sun, in 1868 by lines ob 
served in the solar spectrum, was 
not isolated by the chemist Sir Ram- 
suy until 1895. Now comes what the 
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scientists consider the most strikins 
chemical event since Ramsay’s isola- 
tion of helium, in the discovery of 
a new element called hafnium. Sci- 
entists have been looking out for this 
new element to fill the gap ih the list 
of possible elements and its discovery 


is claimed by scientists of several na-. 
tions who have been working simul-' 


taneously on the problem. It has 
been reported that Dr. Alexander 
Scott of the British Museum was the 
first to isolate the element and was 
recently able to show specimens of 
the oxid, a cinnamon colored powder, 
to a crowded meeting of the Chemical 
Society, and to state its atomic weight 
and describe its chemical nature. 

This newly discovered element is 
one of six for which chemists have 
been looking.

LIGHTING THE HIGHWAYS 


In the less than two years that ser- 
ious attention has been given to light- 
ing highways scientifically, upwards 
of 500 miles of road are now illumina- 
ted or will, soon be. This figure 
does not inélude roads lighted with 
adaptations of village or city light- 
ing units, but applies only to those 
where a special type of units are 
being or will be used. While the total 
may not be impressive as to mileage, 
the installations have been made in 


a number of different sections of the 


country and the idea is spreading 
rapidly. 

A conspicuous exampleis afforded 
by the Township of Amherst, just east 
of Buffalo, N. Y., which has arranged 
to light its entire system of roadways, 
consisting of about 112 miles, with 
special units designed by the General 
Electric Company. 

It has been found that suitable 
lighting units for highway illumina- 
tion can be installed at a cost of not 
more than about five percent of the 
expense per mile of building a road.

The regularity with which we ion” 


clude that further advances in # parti- 
cular field are impossible seems equal- 
led only by the regularity with which 
events prove that we are of too limi- 
ted vision, says Dr. W. R. Whitney, 
director of the Résearch Laboratories 
of the General Electric Company. And 
it seems always to be those whe 
have the fullest opportunity to know 
who are the most limited in view. 


For example, the well known Amer- 


ican astronomer Simon Newcomb once - 


declared: “The demonstration that no 
possible combination of known sub- 
stances; known forms of machinery, 
and known forms of force can be uni- 
ted in a practicable machine by which 
men shall fly long distances through 
the air, seems to the writer as com- 
plete as it is possible for the demon- 
stration of any physical fact to be. 
But let us discover a substance a hun- 
dred times as strong as steel, and 
with that, some form of force hither- 
to unsuspected which will enable us 
to utilize this strength, or let us dis- 
cover some way of reversing the law 
of gravitation, so that matter may be 
repelled by the earth instead of at- 
tracted — then_we may have a figing 
machine. But We have every reason 
to believe that more ingenious contri- 
vances with our present means and 
forms of force Will be as vain in the 
future as they have been in the past.” 

Yet Nature has done both of these 
things and not even by new know- 
ledge, but by a little higher degree of 
refinement of the old.

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filled in, making an entirely new room 
to be used for Auto Mechanics I and 
Ill. Panels have been made and 
equipment mounted upon them so that 
larger sections can be handled and 
students have individual benches to 


-work at. Later a part of this room 


is to be partitioned off for a lecture 
and recitation room. 


The lower floor will be used for 
Bricklaying and Cement Work and 
Mr. Ray will not need to have his 
classes build fireplaces and chimneys 
between cars as was necessary before 
the change was made. 


Along with the improvements to 
these rooms there have also been im- 
provements made in the halls through 
the addition of some new steel lockers 
thus doing away with the necessity 
of two people using the same locker.

WAVE LENGTH AND 
INTERFERENCE 


In the adjustment of radid reply: 
ers, we know that we can “tune-ift” 
different stations which are transmit- 
ting on different wave lengths by an 
adjustment of the control or controls 
provided in the receiver for this pur- 
pose. We know that, even though a 
number of stations are transmitting 
simultaneously, if their wave lengths 
are sufficiently different we can tune 
one station out and another in. 

The fact that a great number of 
transmitting stations can transmit 
simultaneously on different wave 
jeneths and that anyone of these sta- 
tions can be received without inter- 
ference from the others, providing 
the wave lengths are sufficiently. sep- 
urated, is one of the most interesting 
phenomena encountered in radio. The 
signals from all of these stations ex- 
jst in space simultaneously but none 
of them is affected by the others, each 
communication retaining its individuyl 
characteristics. Although very in- 
complete, a simple analogy to this 
condition can be made by dropping 
stones simultaneously in a small body 
of water, at a separation of severai 
feet. Waves in concentric circles will 
emanate from both points at which 
t-e stones enter the water. “y These 
waves will Merease in diameter and 
the waves set up by one stone will 
cross those set up by the other, but 
after they hve crossed they will 
emerge intact and neither one will be 
Jisterted or changed in form by hav- 
in come in contact with the other. 

In the foregoing it has been care- 
fully stated that stations can be re- 
coived without interference from other 
tations “providing there is sufficient 
(uTerence in wavelength between the 
tation received and other stations.” 
(his condition exists. in commercial 
work, and did exist until recently in 
rutio broadeasting work. With the 
‘vcreasing number of broadcasting 
tations, however, and the compara- 
tively narrow band of wavelengths 
which have been alloted by the Gov- 
ernment for broadcasting work, it is 
not possible for all stations to work 
on @ wavelength sufficiently different 
frem those of other stations to permit 
its reception without at the same time 
hearing one or more of the other sta- 
Lions.

WAVE LENGTH AND 
INTERFERENCE 


Superimposed upon this condition 
is interference caused by static dis- 
turbances and by receiving equipment 
in the hands of people not cautious in 
its manipulation. It should be remem- 
~bered that, whenever a vacuum tube 
receiver is allowed to oscillate, it it- 
self becomes a low power radio trans- 
mitter and causes interference with 
reception being carreid on in the im- 
mediate vicinity. In receiving tele- 
phone signals, it is not necessary to 
have the receiver oscillate at any 
time, and any opérator who carelessly 
permits his receiver to oscillate is 
increasing the difficulty of obtaining 
satisfactory broadcasting reception. 

The elimination of static interfer- 
ence is, at the present stage of radio 
development, beyond the hope of the 
average receiving station and must, 
therefore be accepted as an unavoid- 
able evil. Interference caused by 
ather stations will, we hope, be re- 
duced in the near future by the allot- 
ment of a wider band of wavelenghts 
for broadcasting purposesy This de- 
velopment has been under consider- 
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ation by the United States Depart- 


ment of Commerce for some time and 


we must expect a ruling from them 
which will alleviate this condition. 
Until such modifications are made, 


' however, interference caused by other 


stations is also an unavoidable evil 
for the average station.

This 
arrangement of the shop coupled 
with the advantage of having the pat- 
tern drafting room shut off from the 
main part of the shop makes possible 
an efficient handling of shop problems. 

The woodfinishing shop has been 
entirely rearranged, re-wired an‘ 
painted, making it now a light, airy 
room. Additional space is secured 
through the present arrangement.

As we read the periodicals today 
we are continually confronted with 
the facts that the American Melting 
Pot has not fused our people into a 
homogeneous group with a common 
purpose. Class strife exists and each 
group seeks to force its economic and 
political rule upon the others. 

What is our duty? It seems to us 
that our duty is to bring together so 
that the ideals of our forefathers of 
liberty equally and fraternally under 
a republic may be realized. 

In the public schools we deal with 
all classes, the son of the laborer 
and the capitalist, and they come to 
us with many different objectives in 
mind - some with purely vocationai 
goals and others come with cultural 
aims. 

We realize that it is our duty to 
improve our student’s mind, to teach 
principles of morality and justice and 
to improve the pupils physically. But 
we must go further than this, we 
must prepare these same folks for 
good citizenship, and that means that 
those who come to us for instruction 
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must be able to see the other fellows 
position in life. They must be taught 
to see ecomonic and industrial con- 
ditions and to honor honest effort so 
that when these young people take 
their places as men and women they 
will have an insight which will allow 
them to sympathize with other people. 

We can not do this without proper 
knowledge and ability to impart; and 
so special teachers are being called 
on to continue study along these lines 
so he may be able to do his share in 
the general scheme of education. 

Let us go out this fall to do our 
part in bringing about a better under- 
standing among the various groups 
through proper example and proper 
instruction of the youth today so that 
they will not continue the various 
groups with their selfish motives that 
prevail today.

The present generation like every 
generation as far back as Adam—or 
some other origin—has problems over 
which to worry. But thereby hangs 
a tale.

What of it, if government is corrupt 
and power chooses to walk on crooked 
legs?

What of it, if the weight of modern 
civilization crushes the saving rem- 
nant upon which it rests and the rule 
of the under man takes us back to the 
dark ages? Their noses are turned 
up to the signes of the times and the 
voice of warning is drowned by the 
cries of those who have fallen down 
before the golden calf of self-suffici- 
ency.
